Is there a searching eye that is always on 
the lookout for those who promise to be 
capable men? Or is it luck and chance 
that cause some men to succeed and 
other men to fail or to remain where 
they are? 

Men rail against ‘‘fate."’ There are 
always some thousands, if not some 
millions, of our fellow creatures who are 
doing this, and who blame everything, 
from the stars to the weather, for the ill 
success in the midst of which they find 
themselves, sooner or later, But were 
they not themselves largely to blame for 
not getting on? If a zealous and impar- 
tial critic were to examine the records of 
their lives from day to day, would he 
not find a very good reason, or plenty of 
reasons, perhaps, why fortune had not 
smiled on the complainants? One often 
hears that So-and-so is ‘‘down on his 
luck.’’ Tom is now in the same humble 
position that he held ten years ago, while 
Dick is happy in the favors of the coy 
jade fortune, and Harry, as if to explain 
matters, says: ‘It’s just Tom's luck!” 

But was it, or is it? What is man's 
“luck?’' Is rational man going to be- 
lieve that every individual has his own 
particular moon which rules the tides of 
his life irrespective of his own volition? 
Tom's “bad luck,” and Dick's ‘good 


yet | . rT 
. luck,” and Harry’s ‘‘medium luck” may 
prove to be, if you examine closely, only 


the result of the exertion or the lack of 
exertion made by Tom, Dick or Harry in 
their course through life. One hears oa 
great deal of talk about ‘‘self made 
men,’’ and, on the other hand, one often 
hears it said that there is not the chance 
for men to make good fortunes for them- 
selves that there was a generation back. 
Competition, you are assured, is “the 
life of trade,” but also the death of indi- 
viduality, 

Says the young fellow of today: ‘The 
self made man about whom we hear so 
much promoted themselves. They had 
the advantage of living in a time when 
they could take affairs into their own 
hands, and they did not have to depend 
as we do upon the good graces of others. 
Look at Horace Greeley as a case in 
point. Greeley was his own editor, 
printer and compositor, and he pub- 
lished his paper in meager, inconvenient 
quarters. Look at Thurlow Weed, start- 
ing a country weekly while his family 
were compelled to live for days without 
tea, sugar or meat—on bread and butter 
only, with cold water! You couldn’t 
start in the newspaper business in that 
fashion today; there is too much 
competition; conditions have changed; 


capital is required. And so it is 


through the various lines of business. 
You don't find men running small shops 


nowadays—that is, you find but few of 
them, and the number is growing grad- 


ually less. This is the day of big capital, 


big enterprises, big everything, and men 
cannot start in for themselves as they 
could twenty years ago, with anything 
like the same chances of success," 


On the face of it there seems to be a 


good deal of logic in such a presentation 
of the case.

Heat tn the Comstock Mines. 
‘*The Comstock mine in Nevada Is a 


wonderful work,’’ said Mr, Cecil Morgan, 
of Aspen. ‘It is 2,800 feetin a vertical 
line to the bottom of the shaft, and one 
can make the descent in three or four 
minutes in the cage which is used to haul 
ore to the surface. This cage will lift 
about 6,000 pounds, or three car loads of 
2,000 pounds each.

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Silk Cullure at Sherborn Prison, 


Mrs. Ednah D. Cheney writing to the 
Woman's Journal save: 

Among the other industries carried on 
in our admi Reformatory Prison for 
Women, at yorn, Mrs, Johnson has 
for two years been trying to introduce 
the culture of silk-worms. A large nom 
ber of Worms were sent to her from the 
Department of Agriculture at Washing 
ton, and certain women from among the 


prisoners have taken charge of rearing 
and feeding them. The worms are fed 
on large travs, the mulberry leaves being 
supplied to them every day, and when 
they are rendy to begin to spin. thei 
coe little horns of tissue paper ¢ 
provided for them. in) which they can 
securely weive their silken eradles. 

The only serious difficulty encountered 
so far has been in procuring a sufticient 


ONS, 


amount of food, for the worms are enor- 
mous feeders, and nothing but the mul- 
berry, and that one or two species only 


furnishes exietly the nutriment to make 
good silk. Mrs. Johnson has her mul- 
berry park set out with young trees, but 


they are not yet sufficiently grown to 
supply many leaves, and she has been 
obliged to obtain them wherever shi 
could, 

A very intelligent woman had charge 
of the worms and gave as much informa 
tion in regard to their habits and man 
ners. Mrs. Jolinson says that this work 
had been a great help in keeping her 
mind balanced, while laboring to over 
come the evils of the past. 

Hlew far this industry can become of 
economic value in this country is yet an 
unsettled question. But one great ditl 
culty, the hich price of labor, is not met 
with here. The change from other 
work is a blessing to the inmates. Al 
though for a short period only, it. is 
enough to give new objects of interest 
and of thought. 

The season is over for this year, but 
whenit returns, those who have mulberry 
trees can assist Mrs. Johnson in her good 
work by helping to supply her with 
leaves.

The Ital an Colony of London. 
The recent investigations, and the 


facts brought to light concerning Italian 
immigration, suggest to me 
paratively little that race have colonized 
here in proportion to some of the greater 
European cities, and particularly Lon- 
don, where, in certain quarters, they 
have successfully besieged and ousted its 
former inhabitants, and taken possession 
of their tenements with slow though cer 
tain acquisition, The settlement in Lon- 
don is bounded on one side by Saffron 
Hill, and on the other by a street that 
is familiar to the Londoner who takes an 
occasional prowl about out of the way 
places, Leather Lane, Black Hill, 
Summer street, and Eyre street hill (for 
you see I have a memory), are all in- 
cluded in its precincts, and are all over- 
crowded with swarthy faced organ 
grinders, ice cream venders, ragpickers, 
picturesque olive skinned women and 
dirty faced children.
